“The wages now pald to mine work-
nrs are sufficient,’’ he says. *‘The op-
portunity that should be given the mine
workers cannot be secured  merely by
an increase in wages.”

In propf Doctor Garfield eites the
average of $050 a year earned hy the
lowest puid miners working 180 days
in the year, while for 200 days' work
the sverage miner in the bituminous
field of Tennsylvania, Ohio, Indiana
aud Tljoois carned $1660 in 1018 and
£1300 last year,

“The public ought not to be nsked
to pay more for conl,’” he says, *‘It is
impossible to increase the wago of the
mine workers without inelting the work-
ors in every other industry, including,
of conrse, agricalture, to demand an in-
erense in wages, This would send the
ecost of living upward in a vicious
spiral.'
